There is no gamma globulin in 
Bucks county, according to the 
Norristown office of the State De­ 
partment of Health. It will not 
be available from county officials 
until a county health department 
is established. 
The blood derivative is available 
for Bucks county residents from 
the Norristown district office, a 
distance of more than 40 miles from 
Bristol. The district office’s supply 
comes from Harrisburg. The size 
of the allotment for the state is 
decided by the federal government. 
The Red Cross has nothing to 
do with the distribution of the 
precious 
commodity. 
“The 
Red 
Cross collects blood hut we don’t 
have anything to do with dispens­ 
ing it We are not allowed to keep 
any on hand”, according to a 
spokesman for the group. 
Doctor** Notified 
Early in the a'lmmer, every doctor 
in Bucks County was notified by 
tho State Department of Health of 


the procedure in obtaining gamma 
globulin. 
According to a spokesman tor 
the district office In Norristown, 
the office must be notified ta ad­ 
vance by the doctor of the need 
for the gamma globulin. The patient 
or a representative of the patient 
must appear at the state office. The 
blood derivative Is never mailed 
to a patient. 
The doctor must also supply in­ 
formation about the contacts the 
person has had with diseased per­ 
sons. Gamma globulin is used as 
a preventative and not as a cure. 
It is most widely known for its 
use as a preventative in polio cases. 
It is also used for pregnant women 
who haver been exposed to German 
measles.

Last weekend was the first time 
the Norristown office has been 
without gamma globulin. It was 
ordered from Harrisburg and was 
sent to thd local office by return 
mail. ' 
When asked about the speed in 


obtaining gamma globulin from 
Harrisburg in case of a severe polio 
epidemic in Bucks county, a staff 
member of the district office said, 
“That la 
an 
entirely different 
matter”. 
Dr. Richard J. Darnell, who was 
active in a campaign for a county 
board of health said gamma glob­ 
ulin will be available from the 
county group as soon as It is est­ 
ablished. "We anticipate it will be 
12 months before a county health 
department is established”, Darnell 
said.

To Aid Baby Sitters

Mrs. John McCarthy, popularly 
railed "Peggy”, runs the Baby Sit­ 
ting Registry sponsored by the 
Levittown Civic Association from 
her home at SI Sugar Maple lane. 
This Is a free service for Levittown 
parents who wish to hire baby sit­ 
ters. Her husband, Jack, is a chem­ 
ist employed by the Thiokol Chem­ 
ical Corp. in Trenton. 
The McCarthy’s are transplanted 
New Englanders who 
moved 
to 
Trenton from their native city, 
Boston, Mass., after their m arriage 
in 1949 to be near "M ac's” work, 
and then to Levittown in the sum­ 
m er of 1962. 
M argaret "Peggy” McCarthy had 
nourished the am bition of becom­ 
ing a lawyer, but her father, a mun­ 
icipal employee of the city of Bot* 
ton, discouraged her. When she 
graduated from high 
school 
in 
1945, aha effected a compromise by 
taking a Legal Secretarial course 
evenings at Stratford, Inc., a fin­ 
ishing school, and working by day 
at M.I.T. on a naval project. She 
operated both a mimeograph and 
hectograph machine, running off 
top-aecret and classified inform a­ 
tion for the U. S. Navy. She was 
there until 1947 when, diploma in 
hand, she became a legal secretary, 
first for a Boston legal firm , and 
then a private secretary to an at- 
torney. 
Met By Rose 
The McCarthy’s first met as the 
result of a ruse concocted by a 
close mutual friend. Both "Peggy” 
and "Mac” had heard the constant 
r e t r a l "You are perfectly auited 
to eawb other” for several months 
befdre they actually did m eet Not 
only were they completely disinter­ 
ested in their matchmaker churn’s 
plot, but "Peggy” observed ber 
self-made rule “No bited dates” 
without exception. 
Not discouraged 
one 
particle, 
their well-wisher arranged a party 
to which she invited the reluctant 
pair, purposely neglecting to men­ 
tion to them that they had both 
received invitations "Peggy" didu’t 
even realise until after the party 
that the mission bad been accom­ 
plished. though she'd beegfche object 
of “Mac’s” constant attention the 
whole evening. It was a rase of 
m istaken identity, for shf it Igpen 
told the name "John McCarthy”, 
and "Mac” was all that she had 
heard at the party. Four subsequent 
dates that week served to straight­ 
en out th at minor difficulty. 
800 Al Wedding 
Their engagement was announced 
In March of 1949, and their wed­ 
ding O ct 29, 1949 was attended by 
three hundred and fifty guests. 
“Peggy” had dreamed of a large 
wedding with her four sisters as 
bridesmaids. She had it, plus one 
sister-in-law, who also attended 
the bride. 
“Mac”, who took his Bachelor’s 
and M aster’s degrees from Bostou 
tlniversity, had been a Pharm acist 
Mate in the Navy, serving in the 
Pacific. He had obtained his pres­ 
ent position with Thiokol Chemical 
Corp. one year before his marriage. 
After the wedding the McCarthy's 
had a glorious honeymoon in Can­ 
ada where they enjoyed the well-re­ 
membered hospitality of the Canad­ 
ian people. 
Lived In Trenton 
The McCarthy’s lived in a Tren­ 
ton apartm ent for three years. They 
followed the progress of the Lev­ 
itts in the newspapers and maga­ 
zines, hoping they would build a 
commmunity nearby. Two other 
Trenton couples, also New England­ 
ers were also watching tor the 
location of Levittown No. 2. When 
it was announced that the com­ 
m unity was to be located in their 
immediate vicinity, they all madfS 
plans to attend tb s opening. After 


having viewed the model homes, 
the six young people met at "Peggy” 
and "Mac’s” apartm ent and an 
nounced In unison, "We’re buying 
a house!” 
The McCarthy's moved Into their 
long-awaited home with their year 
old baby, a tow-headed imp with 
the Impressive name "John Fran 
cis McCarthy IU ”, 
on 
Aug. 22, 
1962. and joined the LCA shortly 
afterw ards. "Peggy” was on the 
LCA welcoming committee, greet­ 
ing newcomers to Levittown and as 
H isting them with their problems. 
The newcomers helped her. too, for 
In going out to meet these people 
she was able to conquer a dreaded 
shyness that bad been annoying 
ber since her childhood. 
“Peggy” was appointed chairm an 
of the welcoming committee In Jan ­ 
uary, 1953 and retired In the spring, 
when new officers were elected. 
Because she found th at the most 
commonly asked question from the 
newcomers w as "W here can I find 
a baby-sitter I”, the Baby Sitting 
Registry was born. 
Way It Operates 
The organization 
functions 
In 
this m anner; A baby-sitter con­ 
tacts Mrs. McCarthy to register. 
On her confidential file card, she 
is asked her approxim ate age, on 
what days she is free to "sit”, 
whether transportation Is needed, 
and w hat rem uneration she would 
Uke. The average fee for the teen­ 
age baby sitters L a straight 60 
cents an hour. For women It is BO 
cents an hour before midnight and 
75 cents an hour afterw ards on 
week-days and a straight 75 cents 
an hour on the week-ends. Exper­ 
ience is also listed. 
When a parent calls "Peggy” for 
baby-sitter inform ation, she is giv­ 
en a list of the sitters who are 
available and the fees they charge. 
This inform ation from either the 
adult or teen-ager file is given 
along with the information on prev 
ious experience, plus the telephone 
numbers. The parent then contacts 
the baby-sitter she prefers.
